Jenfleet and Pitsea, showing that the greater portion of it is unoccupied and 
comparatively valueless ; the Report fully describes the land of that section of 
the county and states that it has either gone out of occupation or is being worked 
hy the owners upon their own account. Several sales of freehold farms have 
been made at about £10 per acre, which includes the buildings, and a very large 
number of farms are obtainable in the county at a nominal rent for a number 
of years. 

“If the Industrial Committee of the Board of Guardians and the Russo- 
Jewish Committee were to look into this subject, they would soon discover the 
methods by which they could establish some Jewish colonies in different parts 
of Essex upon a foundation that would be beneficial to all concerned.

THh JEWS IN) CORFU, 

Str.—In reference to your correspondent in Corfu, there was never a ghetto 
in Corfu, there is, as at other places in Kurope, a place so-called Jewry, now called 
* Paleologos,’ but Jews can and do dwell all over the city, also outside the old 
city, now called “ Neapolis,” and the founder of this new city 1s our old and 
respected Mordocheo Besso, As for the hazy fear of the rabble even in the days 
of British occupation, that is true, and that comes from that time because of the 
fonian laws. spas then could not vote, could not practise as advocates ; no 
notary. no chemists, no-bakers, and no Jews could be in. the Civil Service, and 
through these laws Jews were individually insulted, but never had the rabble 
any courage or power todo anything more under the English. The English 
Military Government gave to the Jews all the contracts that it was possible to 
vive, because the business, both import and export, was in the hands of the 
Jews. The dreadful outbreak of 1801 was instigated by afew “Old Venetian 


-Cortiotes ;” these three words were used by the then Greek Consul in London, in 


his letter to the 7s, and these few took advantage of both the military and 
police being all Corfiotes, and worked the rabble temporarily with such apparent 
success that even these now repent, In July last, [ met on the esplanade 
in Corfu one of these old Venetians, a man of title and position, ae asked 
him if he was the instigator of 1801. He certainly denied it, but having 
reminded him of what he said to a Greek merchant at that time, that 
the Jews ought to be put back to the same as they were 50 years ago, this Greek 
merchant answered, and I confirmed it, that the Greek Corfiotes have been put 
back by the civilised world 100 years. Now, the laws in Greece are liberal, and 
everything is according to the present time. The Athenian Government, the 
Royal Family and the commanders are all right, but the rabble has a word to say, 
not only in Corfu, but all over Greece. We have seen this inthe last deplorable 
war. What Corfu wants isa strong Government, Greek soldiers and police, not 
Corfiotes. I certainly blame my compatriots for allowing themselves to be the 
butt of these attacks, and think they ought to return blow for blow, and then 
they would have the sympathy of the respectable, including the Royal Family 


and the Ministers, Not only the Jews ought to prepare a blow for blow, but the 


better class ought to watch the strength of the military and police,and whether 
they are friends or foes, and if antagonistic to the Jews, one of them ought 
either to go to Athens or write to the Minister.

CENTENARY OF THE WESTERN SYNAGOGUE.—MYER SULUMON, 


Sin,—Your very interesting article on the above is too good to be passed 
by without correcting a few inaccuracies which I note in that part which ts 
biographical of that worthy of the Anglo-Jewish community—Myer Solomon, 

He, with his brother-in-law, Hyman Collins (grandfather ot Mr. H. H. 
Collins, the well-known architect), was indisputably the founder of the %t. 
Alban’s Place Synagogue, i.¢., the Western Synagogue (removed from Denmark 
Court), and together they built the present Synagogue. Mrs. Solomon pre- 
sented the two tripods which now stand between the columns of the Ark. 
These she brought from Paris, | | 

The congregation owed a large sum of money to my great-uncle, Myer 
Solomon, and to Hyman Collins ; and for a considerable time after his death, 
whilst this debt remained unpaid, no one would accept office in the Synagogue. 
My late father, Mr. Henry Harris, ?'?, as Guardians of us, his children—wards 
in Chancery—accepted a nominal sum in liquidation of the debt, to prevent 
the contemplated closing of the Synagogue, with whose interests he and his 
family were so closely associated. The difficulty being thus removed, the late 
Mr. 8. K. Salaman (my late wife’s uncle, her mother's brother) took office. _ 

‘he two Sepharim, written by Myer Solomon, were bequeathed by him to 
the St. Alban’s Place Synagogue, together with the silver appurtenances 
manufactured by brother-in-law (my. grandfather, Simcha Harris), 
with the condition that, should the Congregation cease to exist, they were to 
revert to the New Synagogue (now Great St. Helen’s, E.C.).

Aw announced in the last issue of the Jewish Chronicle, a meeting of the 
Council of Administration of the Jewish Colonieation Association was held on 
Sunday last in Paris. Mr. Alfred L. Cohen and Mr. Claude G. Montefiore, 
two of the English members of the Council, were present. 
As the reenlt of its deliberations, the Council adopted the following 
resolutions :— 


1, To interest itself in some Colonies of North A merica, as well as in the 


extension of the Agricultural School of the Woodbine Colony. 

9 To aid in the development-of the Hirsch Colony in Canada. 

3. ‘To inerease the credits previously voted in favour of several Colonies 
in Palestine, 

|. To send Mr. Walter L. Cohen to the island of Cyprus with the mission 
of inspecting property on which several Jewish Colonists are established. 

5. To contribute to the establishment of an Agricultural School in Galicia. 

6. To interest itself in the Educational Question in Roumania. 

Mr. Walter L. Cohen, who is mentioned in the fourth resolution, is a ton of 
the late Mr. Lionel L. Cohen. 

We have reason to know that the Colonial Office has shown a kindly and 
sympathetic disposition in regard to the application from Jews in Jerusalem to 
be allowed to settle in Cyprus, and has promised to give every facility for 
carrying out their desire should the Colonisation Association find the project 
feasible. 

In explanation of the sixth resolution, it shonld be stated that the School 
Question in Roumania has become very acute. The Roumanian Order of B’nei Brith 
has called the attention of the Jewish Colonisation Association and other bodies to 
the circumstance that owing to the practical exclusion of Jewish children from 
public schools, at Teast 30,000 such children are without cducation, and an 
urgent appeal is made by the Order for financial help towards the establishment 
of an adequate number of. Jewish schools.

The Prince of Wales at Tring Park.—The Prince of Wales paid a visit 
to Lord and Lady Rothschild at Tring Park from Saturday.evening until Monday. 
It is more than eight years since His Royal Highness was last in Tring, and his 
visit then was only for afew hours, ‘The little town was gaily decorated and 
illuminated. At the entrance gates to Tring Park Lord Rothschild had erected 
a fine archway, which was illumined by many hundreds of electric lights. “The 
house was also magnificently illuminated, On Sunday afternoon the Prince 
inspected the Hon, Walter Rothschild’s Zoological Museum, which, as a private 
collection, is unrivalled. A visit was paid to the Home Farm, including Lord 
Rothschild’s marble dairy, which is considered to be the finest in the country, 
‘The guests invited to meet the Prince of Wales were Her Royal Highness the 
Duchess of Albany, the Duke and Duchess of Devonshire; the Karl of Rosebery, 
Viscount Peel, and Mr. Alfred de Rothschild.

These, too, 
rere driven out, but others took their places, This went on until 1887, and the 
eovernment was greatly surprised when it learnt that since 1882 the Jewish 
spulation in the villages had increased so largely. In 1887, a new law was passed 
shereby Jews who at that time were residing in villages obtained the right to 
remain there, but any further immigrations into the villages were prohibited, 
The police do not like this law, and have actually expelled Jews who settled 
y villazes between 1882-1887, The Senate has dealt with one such case, and has 
jecided in favour of the Jews, 

From various towns in the Pale melancholy tidings come of the situation 
of the Jews who are engaged in the spirit trade. Since July Ist the Govern- 
nent monopoly of this trade has come into force in all the Governments of the 
Pale, with the result that thousands of Jewish families are robbed of their 
brad, According to official statistics 20,000 Jews,’ and thus 20,000 Jewish 
families, are affected, The spirit trade is certainly not a very noble calling, and 
every respect it would be better for‘all the Jews if these 20,000 dealers 
yeeame productive workmen. But for the moment their condition is pitiful, 
the more so since they will not be taken into the service of the Government. 

Though it does not bear on the Jewish Question, I will conclude with a 
iterary item, There has just appeared a work by the Oriental scholar, M. 
Pereferkowitsch, under the title, ‘The Talmud, its History and Contents.” It 
wan introduction to a complete Russian translation of the Mishna, which M.

We extract the following passages from the Asiatic Quarterly Review :—Few 
movements so commend themselves to the believing Protestant Christian as 
the agitation which has for its object the restoration of the Jews to the Holy 
Land, ‘There can be no doubt that if the Zionist movement had a_practical 
basis and a common-sense organisation, it would strongly appeal to the moral 
and pecuniary support of Christians, In some respects, the common-sense 
of its promoters has already avoided dangerous pitfalls. In proposing the sole 
protectorate of ‘Turkey, to which the new Jewish State is to be tributary, they 
do not invite the concert, or discord, of the Great Powers which has been so 
disastrous to the Armenians, once the special protégés of the Turk as “the 
sincerely friendly nation,” before English and French education affected them, 
and a London Committee caused their ruin. To the Jew the Turk has perhaps 
ween only superciliously tolerant, but he had saved him from Spanish _persecu- 
ion . and Jewish loyalty to the ruler of the country, in Turkey as elsewhere, 
casas mucha part of his religion as his charity and his love of Zion, The 
Sultan is quite willing to give them favourable terms for the colonisation of 
Palestine, but a Jewish State isa more difficult matter, unless guarantees are 
civen forthe protection of the Muhammadan population, including not only 
the Arab Fellahin, but also the Bedouins, with whom it 1s most easy to come to 
terms for the cultivation of the fertile portions of the land over which they 
roam. All the races inhabiting Syria are of the same stock, and have no real 
dislike for one another, whether they are Christians, Muhammadans, or Jews ; 
they all speak Arabic, and, however commendable is the Zionist advocacy of the 
study of thie asa, practically, still living language for the Jewish settlers, 
their acquisition of the cognate Arabic is of primary importance for their 
comfort and safety. We look with disfavour on any “ Zionist” suggestion 
having for its object the displacement, say, of the Arabs or Druses of the 
{fauran or the transplanting of the Police or other State systems of the Con- 
tinent to a country of Republican Theocracies. Admitting even a Jewish 
(;overnor, the Vice-Governors and officials generally should represent the 
various religions of the community, and, inte, alia, the guard at the Holy 
Sepulchre should either remain in Turkish hands, or else be changed to Catholic, 


(ireek Orthodox, Muhammadan, or Jewish ones on the days respectively of the. 


vatherings or. festivals of the various creeds. Many of the published ideas of 
the Zionists are unsuitable to their possible future surroundings, being modern 
and ill-digested, It is easy enough to move masses of Je/iering Jews of the 
old type, whether well or badly off, by promises of Zion, The military and 
comfortable Gugerati “ Beni-Israel,”’ the industrial black Jew of Cochin, the 
respected trader of Abyssinia, not to speak of the Pariahs of Roumania and 
Bulgaria, can be induced by the eloquence of the Ziomst propagandists to 
start for Palestine; but, unless practical-minded Jewish financiers take the 
movement in hand, it will be like one of the crusades stimulated by Peter the 
Hermit, leading hundreds of thousands of believers to perish from hunger, 
disease, or as captives of Bedouims. Cautions and gradual should 
certainly preeede a Jewish Republi. 


ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING IN THE EAST END. 


The hall of the Cannon Street Road Synagozue was crowded with an 
enthusiastic audience on Sunday evening last, in support of the Young Zion 
Institute, the Hast London Cadet Tent of the Chovevi Zion Association. Long 
before the commencement of the proceedings, the spacious meeting-place was 
filed by people eager to hear the last news concerning the movement in 
yeneral, and the Chovevi Zion in particular, : 

In the unavoidable absence of Colonel Goldsmid, the meeting was presided 
over by Mr. J. Prac, the Senior Vice-Chief, who was supported by Dr. S. A, 
Hirsch, and Messrs. D, Haimsohn, LL. Solomons (Commander of the Eastern 
Tent), E. Ish-Kishor, and M. Raphael, President of the Cannon Street Road 
Synagogue. 

The CHAIRMAN, who was received with applause, said that no more 
worthy work could be undertaken than that in which the young Zionists were 
engayed. Very few Jews, certainly no young Jew, could help feeling enthusiastic 
about the history of their race ; and in founding an institute of that kind, the 
young Zionists showed that they were mindful of the position they were to 
occupy in the Israel of the future. They had not much to expect from older 
earls. vaarticularly from those living in this country. The influence of their 
pureounlice the great security they enjoyed here made it much more difficult 
to attract the older people. Differences of opinion might exist as to the best 
methods to bring about the objects which the Zionists had in view; but 
whether one believed in gradual development or considered that the work could 
be accomplished by one master stroke, the end was the same. After speaking 
of the difficulties which had beset the colonisation work of the Chovevi Zion and 


of the opposition. which its policy had encountered in the Kast End, Mr. Prag 


said that the Colony of Castinic, though not in existence much more than a 
year, was pointed out on all sides as whata colony ought to be. The mistakes 
made in other colonies were avoided, and the installation was being carried out 
at a minimum of expense. ‘The men, women, and children worked with a will 
to get everything in order, and during harvest time they would not leave the 
fields even at night time, The B’nei Jehudah were not yet installed, but people 
could not expect that colonies could be established as easily as one opened a 
shop. The head of the Jaffa Central Committee had it in hand; if they did not 
carry it out successfully, some other body would be to found do so. Their object 
was to colonise Palestine, and the people were there on the spot ready and fit 
to become colonists. Every year the vineyards required less labourers, and work 
had to be provided for those-men whose services were no longer needed there. 
It was a known fact that while a vineyard needed a great number of labourers 
at first, the number diminished each year, until after the seventh or eighth year 
the colonist and his family could almost look after it themselves. In conclusion, 
the speaker pleaded for increased support to the society, 

Mr. D, HAIMsonN said that notwithstanding the attacks made upon them 
on all sides they should continue to carry on their work. The whole hope for 
the Jews was the return to the Holy Land, The time had come when they 
should openly declare their wishes and demand what were their rights. a 

Dr. S. A, Hirscu (the Chief Secretary) had a cordial reception when he rose 
to address the meeting. He spoke of the educational value of the Young Zion 
Insutute, The future of their nation was a great one, and they should 
strenuously work on behalf of their movement. 

Mr. E, Isti-Ktstiok said that if there yet remained any doubt that there was 
actually no hope for the Jews in Russia such authorities as Mr. Arnold White 
and the Warsaw correspondent of the Jewish Chronicle, who possessed a cool 
sense and yreat had dispelled such That should be taken to 
heart by all really interested in the settlement of the Jewish Question, and 
ought to serve as an answer to the opponents of Zionism. Not only was there 
no sign of a weakening of anti-Semitism in other countries but the seed of the 
evil was being sown in England. It was true that the Daily Chronicle had no 
such evil intentions as Bismarck and Stoecker in Germany had, and the anti- 
Semites of other countries had, but what it did say was that, at least from 
its own point of view, England was not obliged by any law, except that of 
humanity, to domicile multitudes of refugees from oppression, If then anti-

No evidence is brought forward to support this mysterious allegation eer 
Or is the evidence this? The emancipation of the Jews was due to the Fe 
party. Yet “the Jews, as a class, work against the party which conferred on them ‘ivil 
rights’ I very much doubt whether this is true. JT should imagine that there are _ 
as large a percentage of educated Jews who are Radicals as of educated Christians - ue 
the word educated is offensive, let me say that the percentage of Radicals in the « classe u 
is as high among the Jews as among Christians.

But why has not a Jew of to-day a right to be a Tory? None will be more ready to 
allow than yourself that many weak-kneed Liberals have become Unionist, which equals 
Tory. But even if weak-kneed, are they un-English, unnational? May not Jew and 
Gentile lapses be judged alike 

But I perceive that there is one more bit of “evidence” still—the Eastern Question ' 
you say: “The Jews as a class have identified themselves with the abominable Turkish 
Government.” Now, Sir, [am by no means desirous to whitewash every Jewish banker 
and financier. Attack the financiers, if they deserve attack, by all means, but why as 
Jews? If there are any financiers who deserve to be called bad Christians. let me assure 
you that their Jewish doubles deserve to be called bad Jews. The tie which binds 
tinancie.s to each other is not one of religion or of race; it is the tie of money, When 
prejudice has ceased ; when for example, in (Germany a Jew may become an officer in the 
army; when there is a chance for him in the civil service, or when Judaism has becomy 
ny bar to the Professoriate, then there will soon be no excessive proportion of Jewish 
“ financiers ” to the total number of them. Tall Europe’ has given us a fair chance, would 
it not be Christian to condemn our sinners as men and not as Jews ?” 

But, Sir, if the Jews asa class, over and above the financiers, have shown improper 
sympathies for Turkey, the fault is human. Yes, human; and it is Europe which can 
cure: it utterly. It is not that we have any “Oriental” sympathies with Islam. 
Mahommedan Persia and Mahommedan Morocco would disprove that charge. But it 
does so happen that in Turkey our religious brotherhood is well treated, while in Russi: 
and Roumania the Jews are treated shamefully. The persecutions to which they are 
subject there are gradually depriving them of all honest means of livelihood and of all 
possibilities of education and social progress. . . 

Well, Sir, is it not natural that Jews shudder to think thatin a ae dissolution 
of the Turkish Empire yet more of their unfortunate brethren should fall to the tender 
mercies of the Russian and Roumanian Governments? In Turkey the Jew is compara- 
tively free ; was it more than humanly culpable if Jews feared to risk that comparative 
freedom by strong utterances on the subject of the Armenian atrocities? That isthe 
reason, and the sole reason, why the Jews as a class are philo-Turkish, if philo- 
Turkish they are. Let Roumania and Russia grant us liberty, and—when the cause 


‘ ceases—the effect will cease likewise. 


I come in contact with great numbers of English Jews, and I do not feel that they 
“ look askance at European civilisation,” or that their idcées meres are different from my 
own. Oa the other hand none of my Christian friends, of whom I have very many, has 
ever hinted to me that my own idées meres are Oriental and Asiatic. 

If barracks do not produce “ plaster saints,” social ostracism and persecution do not 
produce them either. No doubt there are many bad Jews; but the Jews are the only 
religious community whose religious denomination is constantly appended to their names. 
If John Jones is had up for theft, he is not said. to be a Quaker ora Baptist. If Pau! 
Schminsky, an Aryan Russian, is had up for coining, it is not stated whether he is Catholic 


or “orthodox.” But if Paul Schminsky, a Semitic Russian, is had up, we are always — 


told, even in English papers, that he is a Jew. 

Into the causes of Continental anti-Semitism this is not the place to enter I do not 
say that the Jews are wholly blameless. But Ido say that their faults are those which 
they share with other parvenus, “ financiers,” and such-like evil persons, and that they 
are not specifically Jewish or un-European. The Jews asaclass do not “ hold aloof from the 
idées meres of Europe.” They do not “look askance at its civilisation.”” Their opinions 
and ideas in matters moral, intellectual, and economic are those of the thousands upon 
thousands of other Europeans with whom they happen to agree. | 

For there are no Jewish idées méres in those matters which have not been absorbed 
by one phase or another of Aryan thought. The Jew as such has no idées meres on these 
matters at all. Hence the variety of the blame which he encounters. You say he 1s too 
Tory ; on the Continent he is often said to be too Liberal, even Anarchic! Sometimes 
is reproached with caring exclusively for finance ; at other times he 1s hated because ai! 
the “ professions " are crowded with successful members of his faith. Sometimes he is 
accused of giving himself up to low and sordid trades ; at other times his exclusion oe 
higher callings, whether “ de jure” or “de facto,” is justified on the plea that, were they 
open to him, he would “ clear the board.” , 7 that 

But, Sir, even so I do not despair. If Jews would try to be good Jews—an t : 
implies a great deal—and Christians would try to be good Christians—which also, I tl a 
means something ethical—the Jewish question would soon be solved, even on the Con “! 
nent, Happily there are enough good Jews and good Christians in this country to make 
me feel confident that anti-Semitism will never disgrace it.

LEOPOLD DRESCHFELD, MANCHESTER. 
[FROM A OORRESPONDENT. | 


On Thursday, the 2Ist, there assed away to eternal life, at his residence in 
Manchester, one of the pillars of Jewish faith. Mr. Leopold Dreschfeld, L.D.S., 
VRCS, &c, was a wel -known figure in the Jewish community, He was one 
the original founders of the E ark Street Synagogue, and was associated with 
vip Reform Movement ever since its inception. For over thirty years he sat on 
he Committee of the Board of G uardians. He was the first dental practitioner 
1 Manchester, and was associated with all educational movements for the 
drancement of his profession, Mr. Leopold Dreschfeld was one of the founders 
“the Victoria Dental Hospital, and was one of the first to be elected on the 
va of that institution. He studied and served his apprenticeship in Germany, 
inj fought in the Revolution of °4%, settling down in Manchester immediately 
jrerwards. In 1888, he was elected President of the Odontological Society, and his 
weatise on “ Dentistry among the Ancients,’ was evidence of hard study and 
‘rinal research. He also was elected first President of the Students’ Society, 
iad for five years acted in that capacity, his good work and good advice endear- 
ing him to all the students at the Infirmary. Since dental study was acknow- 
edved as a branch of medical science, Mr. L. Dreschfeld was one of the Com- 
nittee appointed by Owens College to confer in their deliberations, and his 
ound advice and common sense were eagerly sought. After fifty years of hard 
work, he retired and handed over his extensive practice to his son, Mr. Henry 
T Dreschfeld. In recognition of his great services, he was elected Consulting 
surgeon to the Victoria Hospital, and made an proeated life member of the 
(ontological Society. Though socially retiring, the Schiller Anstalt has to 
‘hank him in great measure for its success. He assisted at its foundation, and 
may pleasant hours were spent by him in their old home in Oxford Street, and 
fterwards in their present premises in Nelson Street. The “ Lieder- 
afel,” or glee club, connected with the institution, was proud to own him asa 
funder and member. He was elected honorary life member of both these 
‘Vereins.” In private life he was honoured by all who knew him intimately; 
his honesty, enthusiasm and straightforwardness endeared him alike to his 
friends and patients. He was interred quietly, according to his wish, at the 
Southern Cemetery, on October 22nd, at the age of 73. His was a life well 
sent, his unselfishness to his family, his love of his religion, and his great love 
for his children, will keep his memory green for ever.

. Two very interesting exhibitions are now being shown at the Grafton 
(ralleries ; the portraits appeal to one first as yaintings, and then on account of 
the subjects chosen, whilst miniature painting is enjoying a well-deserved revival. 
Very successful is the small aatcahph study by Mr. om H. Horwitz, which hangs in 
the octagon gallery, the head of a girl crowned with bright hair is seen, the face 
in sharp profile set off by a black boa, whilst the green hat matching the gown 
serves to frame the face. In the same room is Mons. Kmile Wauters’ capital 
portrait of Mr, M. H. Spielmann, inscribed “i. l'ami Spielmann,” and instinct with 
vivacity and strength. Miss Florence Marks exhibits the “portrait of a lady,” 
undoubtedly a coreligionist, one judges by the dark hair, large brown eyes and 
full red lips; she is leaning against a red background, and wears a low black 
bodice from which the flesh tints of the bare neck and arms gleam forth snowy 
white. A very characteristic portrait study is from the brush of Miss Constance 
Halford. <A poor little urchin, with a shrewd poverty-stamped 
face, sits on a bench amid bare accessories, one hand is thrust in his 
pocket, his hair is closely cropped, and there is infinite character in 
1s quaint little visage. Mr, Ellis Roberts, who is so happy_ in 
his portraits of ladies, has a very successful picture of Mrs. Raphael, 
nee Sassoon, standing erect a slim graceful figure in a black gown, 
the sleeves of which descend to the elbow, whilst a soft white lace fichu is held 


In its place with a. pink rose, and darker hued flowers are lightly clasped in one 


hand, and rows of pearls encircle her throat. One of the strongest pieces of 
work yet accomplished by Mr. Alfred Praga, is his keen virile portrait of Mr. 
J. Lumsden Propert, M.b. The strong furrowed face and the big figure in a 
fur cloak are exceedingly well painted. A tiny little sketch by the same 
artist shows Mdlle. Roussel with hair dressed high and a couple of well-placed 
patches on her pretty face. 

Turning to the mimiaturists, Mr. Alfred Praga, Vice-President of the Society, 
is well represented, there is “ Annabel,’ “ Miss Mabel Wienholt,’’a portrait in 
(;eorgian costume, “ Mdlle. Jeanne Roussel,” “ Mrs. J. A. Knight,” “ Miss Lucey 
Golding,” and “ Miss Jessie Wienhold.” A happy effect has been obtained in 
some of these miniatures by draping a soft fichu in quaint fashion round the 
shoulders and across the bust. Mrs, Cornelia Meyer has been happy in her 
choice of sitters, ‘ Leslie,’ “ Keith,” and “ Aileen,” daughter of iL. Tillyer 
Tatham, are all charming children in their miniatures, and a portrait shows a 
sweet girl in a low white frock. Miss K. J. Rosenberg, another well-known 
miniaturist, has “ Harold,” a jolly little sailor boy in nautical blouse and hat, 
Mr. C, F. J. Rosenberg, the late Mrs. K. J. Spender, the Hon. Bridget 
Astley, two tiny heads of children mounted on jewelled pins and some 
beautiful mimatures of children, Altogether the portraits and miniatures 
alike will repay a visit. 


Scandalous Jewish Matrimonial Causes at 


Police Courts. 


At Worship Street, on Friday last, two cases in which Jewesses summoned 
their husbands for maintenance involved questions as to the Jewish law of 
marriage in Russia, the parties in each instance being Polish Jews. In the case 
of Annie and Lazarus Goldberg, Mr. Margetts, for the wife, said he was unable 
to produce the marriage certificate of the parties, and the defendant denied that 


‘the woman was his wife. They came froma place called Prujani, in Russian 


Poland, and correspondence had been carried on with the officials there with the 
object of getting the certificate, but without result. There were, however, no 
less than ten persons in Spitalfields who had come from the same village, “and 
were ready to testify that they were present at the wedding ceremony between 
the parties. ‘The wife was called and said she and defendant were married eight 
years ago, and lived in Prujani together nine months, when he left her and came 
to London. She followed him on finding where he had gone to, but he refused 
to. have her in his house, though he paid 4s. a week as support for the child of 
the marriage. Questioned as to the form which the marriage took, she said that 
she was married outside the walls of the synagogue, “it being Rabbinical law 
that single persons were married outside the walls, but widows or widowers 
within the room.” The “fashion” was to hold a canopy over the couple and 
for the bride to receive the certificate. She received her certificate in proper 
form. Mr. Mead said it was decided law that the marriage contract should be 
proved, and the wife’s mother was called to prove that there was one on this 
occasion. Her evidence, however, directly contradicted that of the wife, she 
stating that the marriage took place “inside” the synagogue. Mr, Mead dis- 
missed the case. In the second Jewish case, Erbach v. Erbach, the parties were 
from Wilna. Mr. Morris, soli<itor, for the wife, was able to produce the marriage

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COLONIAL AND FOREIGN NEWS. 


ADEN, 

In commemoration of the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee a Jewish hospital has 
been opened at Aden, where the Jews number 2,826 souls. A site for the 
hospital was granted by the Government, and the entire cost of erecting and 
furnishing the building has been borne by Mr. B. Menahem Messa. For the 
present there are two wards providing accommodation for six males and four 
females, The hospital is to be under the medical control of the Aden Civil 
Hospital and the supervision of Surgeon-Major Anderson, who has all along 
taken a very great interest in the matter. Jews .in Aden, living in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Moslems, hitherto always resorted to native hakims, but they 
prefer nowadays treatment by English medical officers, Dietary and other re- 
ligious difficulties which existed before are removed by a Jewish hospital being 
opened, 

AUSTRALIA. 

On the 12th September the consecration took place of the new school 
building which has been erected on the ground adjoining the St. Kilda Syna- 
yogue, Melbourne. ‘The building has been erected by means of a subscription 
among the members of the congregation. The minister, the Rev. E. Blaubaum, 
verformed the consecration ceremony, and speeches were delivered by Mr. A.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY, 


The Emperor of Austria has created the well-known pianist, Herr Alfred 
Grunfeld a Knight of the Francis Joseph order. 

Herr Moritz Ullmann died in Buda-Pesth on the 10th inst. He held a high 
position in the Christian and Jewish commercial circles, Moritz Ullmann 
married in IX64 Rosalie Rosenfeld, the daughter of Moses Rosenfeld, one of the 
first Jews in Szt. Endre, and founder of the Jewish congregation there, and for 
a long time its President. ‘The deceased was representative member of the Szt. 
Endre Congregation, and took great interest in all Jewish affairs, . The 
funeral was marked by a demonstration of respect in which Christians also 
participated, 

PRANCE, 

A meeting held last week in Paris in support of the candidature of M., 
Alfred Neymark (the distinguished statistician, and Vice-President. of the 
Administration of the Temples) for a vacant seat in the Consistoire Central of 
the Jews in France, cherted information which showed that the financial affairs 
of the Jews im Paris, so far as syvnagoyvues are concerned, are not altogether 
Hourishing. Replying toa complaint of M. Prague, Editor of the Archives 
Israclites,” that the community was kept in the dark as to the budget of the 
community, as the Consistoire of Paris had for many years discontinued the 
publication of reports aud financial statement, M. Neymark admitted the justice 
of M. Prague's observation, and he showed by figures that the revenue on which 


the Administration had the right to rely was constantly duninishing. ‘The 


synagogue in the Rue de Tournelles had an annual deficit of between 20,000 
franes and 25,000 franes, andthe one in the Rue de Nazareth scarcely managed 
to maintain equilibrium between income and expenditure. The synagogue in 
the Rue de la Victoire of course makes up for the others. The sale of Mitzvoth 
—it will be news to our readers that this custom is still in vogue in Paris—and 
offerings show a large diminution, which M, Neymark attributed toa relaxation 
of religious sentiments. Anotherspeaker opined that the use of the organ in all

Bearing in mind the statements made at the meeting above referred to of a 
weakening of religious feelings, it seems almost an anomaly to learn that the 
number of private Succahs in Paris increases from year to year, notwithstanding 
the difficulties occasioned by the people living mostly in thats. On the last fes- 
tival of ‘Tabernaclea the Succahs were more numerous than ever, and from a list 
published by the “ Archives Israclites ” we gather that some of the Succahs were 
to be found in the most fashionable parts of the city. Simchas Torah, we are 
told on the same authority, attracted “crowds of the faithful” to the syna- 
gogues, and at the Portuguese Synagogue in the Rue Buffault a sermon was 
actually delivered. Rabbin Weill, the preacher, advocated the reading of Jewish 
newspapers as a means of drawing religious ties closer together.

Professor Dr, Julius Bernstein, Director of the Physiological Institute of 
Halle, celebrated on the 2Ist inst. his Jubilee, /.«., the 25th anniversary of his 
entering upon his post of Ordinary Professor of Physiology at the University 
of Halle. He was born in Berlin on the 8th of December, 1819, and is the elder 
son of the late Baron Bernstein, one of the most distinguished and popular 
writers, and one of the original founders of the Jewish Reformed Community 
in the Prussian capital. The father was likewise the founder of the democratic 
Volksceitung, 
to Jews his “ Vogeleder Maggid” and his * Mendel Giibbor.’ The son. Dr. 
Julius Bernstein, however, to whose Jubilee we allude, is not a writer of fiction, 
He has studied medicine, and became in 1871 Extraordinary Professor of 
Medicine at the Berlin University. Since then, however, he has advanced to 
the Post of Ordinary Professor of Physiology in Halle. Attention was first 
aroused by his studies on the discovery of the time at which the electric currents 
in the nervous system arise, and the course they take. Those studies were em- 
bodied in a great work under the title, “ Untersuchungen iiber den Krregungs- 
vorgang im Nerven-und Muskelsystem,” published at Heidelberg in 1871, In 1875 
he published at Leipzig, in the 12th voldune of the “Internationale Wissen- 
schaftliche Bibhothek,” an equally important work, “Die fiinf Sinne des 
Menschen.” He has since written many more works. The learned Professor was 
the recipient of many tokens Of respect and friendship, and of congratulatory 
telegrams and missives on his Jubilee day. z

The Mr. Claude Montefiore has wound up the recent discussion 

on the Jewish Question in England with a convincing letter, 

Summing up, aud we hope that the argument will be left there. The 
ewully. dis Russian Question is unfortunately too pressing to be 
Y disregarded. With regard to the more general problem, on which 


Mr. Zangwill has spoken briefly since Mr. Montefiore, it will be 
desirable to be on our guard against a natural desire to say something. 
Many of our people are so eloquent and so enthusiastic that capital 
and “copy” are designedly made out of their sensitiveness. The 
Judenhetze in Germany was assisted by the impassioned replies of volunteers 
who had no claim to be considered as the champions of Judaism. The 
weighty utterances of the President of the Anglo-Jewish Association are of 
a different calibre from those of some self-appointed guardians of Jewish 
interests. Some of our publicists are wanting in ballast, are too readily stirred 
by calculated violence into compromising hysterics. In these  con- 
troversies facts and character tell most. Rhetoric and __ passion, 
especially when accompanied by recriminatory invective, are worse 
than useless. We cannot be altogether silent, but our words should 
be measured and deliberate. Charity and patience are required, even more 
than promptitude in detecting logical fallacies ; and after all, the best and 
often the only possible answer to calumny is to live it down. Nor should we 
be above learning from our critics. They often point out faults, though they 
err in ascribing them to Jews alone, or to most. Jews. Some facts have been 
elicited by the recent controversy which must tell in our favour in the long 
run with all fair-minded men. The Tsar, whose character is the best hope 
for our coreligionists in his vast [mpire, is reported to have made an apt 
remark in a recent conversation. Speaking of the fanatics in his Empire 


who seek to earn immortality by the simple expedient of burying each other 


alive, he observed that education was the true remedy for such hallucinations. 
Mducation is also the remedy for the anti-Semitic journalist, assuming he is 
sincere, as, oddly enough, some of such writers are. To enable a lesson in 
ethics to be apprehended it is best not to begin by noisily quarreling with 
one’s pupil. 


Mr. Zangwill Mr. Zangwill’s letter, to which we refer above, does not 


iis ee ade seem to us to rise to the height of unprejudiced observation 
Montefiore, Which he usually attains. It was hardly opportune to take 


the occasion of a discussion in a general newspaper to make 
a retort upon Mr. Claude Montetiore, suggested apparently by some more 
domestic debate—in our columns or at the Maccabwans, for example. In 
Mr. Zangwill’s letter he distils from all the statements of the 
Daily Chronicle, some of which were. unfounded, one exhortation 
which on its original appearance, was supported on fallacious grounds and 
surrounded by objectionable suggestions. Mr. Zangwill appears thus to 
express complete agreement with our contemporary, and complete disagree- 
ment with Mr. Claude Montefiore. We are confident that his attitude 1s 
not fully or truly indicated by his letter, but brevity has its dangers, 
just as voluminousness has others. What Mr. Zangwill writes and what he 
seems to think are subjects of concern to us all. An easy apparent victory 
has tempted him, together perhaps with a laudable desire to conciliate our 
critics. Our own readers will be well aware that his letter by no means 
answers Mr. Montefiore, but readers of our contemporary may 
derive a different and misleading impression. [tis as if Mr. Montefiore and 
those who think with him had been accused of an obstinate and unnecessary 
adherence to everything they rightly hold as sacred and beyond the reach of 
assailing argument,

forthe Grand Commander of the Most Eminent Order of the 


Lord Mayor. Indian [mpire is a fitting recognition of the services that 

he has rendered to India in connection with the Famine 
Relief Fund. The amount of the fund exceeds, as is well known, that of 
any charitable fund that has ever been collected in this country ; and the 
benefits that it has conferred on the people of India have been acknowledged 
by Lord George Hamilton with a cordiality that fully compensates for the 
diffidence with which the proposal to invite subscriptions from the public 
was at first received by the India Office. ‘ The various reports,”” he wrote 
some weeks ago, ‘‘which have already reached the Government testify to 
the immense good which has been done by the Mansion House I'und in the 
relief of suffering and distress, and to the deep gratitude which the people of 
Her Majesty's Indian Dominions have exhibited for the unexampled liberality 
and the cordial sympathy shown by the Queen’s subjects and other charitable 
donors in so many parts of the world.” Sir George I'audel-Phillips is the 
fifth Jew who has been appointed to one of the Indian Orders. The first 
was the late Sir Albert Sassoon, who, thirty years ago, was made a 
C.8.1., a distinction due to the prominent position which he held as the 
leading citizen of Bombay. The second was the late Sir Barrow Ellis, one 
of the most distinguished and successful Indian civilians of his time, 
who, going out from Haileybury in 1845, was successively member of the 
Council of the Governor of Bombay under Sir Bartle Frere, member 
of the Viceroy’s Council under Lord Mayo and Lord Northbrook, 
and member of the Council of India. Sir Barrow Ellis was 
appointed a K.C.SI in 1875, The third Jewish member of an Indian Order 
was the late Ney Elias, C.I.E., the distinguished Asiatic explorer and political 
agent of the Indian Government, and the fourth is Dr. W. M. Haffkine, who 
was made a C.I.E. last June, as a reward for his invaluable services in com- 
bating the plague in Western India. The distinction conferred on the Lord 
Mayor is, of course, more considerable than those which have just been 
mentioned. The number of Grand Commanders of the Indian Empire is 
ordinarily limited to twenty-five, and the vacancies are filled by the appoint- 
ment of British Officers of the first distinction who have rendered service 
to India, and of native Chiefs of high rank. Among the colleagues of Sir 
George Faudel-Phillips are the Marquis of Dufferin, Lord Roberts, Lord 


Lansdowne, Sir George White, the Rao of Kutch, the Nawab of Tonk, and 


the Maharajah of Vizianagram. It may be hoped that future years will see 
further accessions from our community to the ranks of the Order. There 
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are at present, we believe, four Jewish members of the Indian Civil Service, 
but the numbers will probably increase ; and it is not too much to hope that 
one or more of them may rise to distinction in a field which offers great 
opportunities to talent and industry. 


The need of ‘Two cases were heard at Worship Street Police Court on

One of the Polish” 
women gave quite a comical exposition of Rabbinical Law, to the effect that 
‘single persons were married outside the walls of a synagogue, but widows or 
widowers within the room.” Of course there is no foundation for this state- 
ment as reported, so far as it applies to Din. “It may be that the woman was, 
attempting to describe some local custom which was misunderstood. Her 
mother, however, contradicted her by stating that the marriage took place 


inside the synagogue, and the magistrate dismissed the case. In the second — 


case, the defendant said ‘he could not agree with his wife, and so left her as 
in Russia he could do.” This statement also needs qualification. The 


practice with regard to Jewish divorce in Russia is certainly far too lax, but it 


is not So lax as to permit a husband to leave his wife ‘“ because he could not 
agree with her,’ and thus by his heartless desertion to dissolve the marriage, 
without even a formal get froma @eth Din, as he appears to have implied. 
Such statements are made far too frequently for the credit of the community, 
andit is time that we devised some means for preventing such libels remain- 
ing uncontradicted.

“Chatham, Dover. But although the public spirit of the four Jewish families 


at Aldershot may be equal to the high position they enjoy in the esteem of 
their fellow townsmen, it will be readily understood that the maintenance of a 
place of worship, beyond a private oratory such as was kept up by a member 
now deceased, would be beyond their power, It is satisfactory to learn that 
the admirable and most usefal work of the Visitation Committee of the United 
Synagogue now includes a subvention which will enable the Rev. Francis 
Cohen to resume a responsibility which is evidently a labour of love for him, 
although it is by no means free from burdensome ties. On these he has 
superimposed the foundation and management of a ‘‘ Chaplain’s Room,” with 
a view to developing it into a ‘ Soldiers’ Institute.” These Institutes have 


proved most useful and successful, especially in the bright form they have | 


taken of late years. ne is fostered at each military and naval station by 
nearly every religious community in the country, whether large or small, The 
Wesleyans even made their Soldiers’ Institutes their Jubilee memorial of the 
longest reign, and have already raised over £8,500 of the £10,000 proposed 
for their permanent endowment. The work of a Soldiers’ Institute is 
broadly that of a Young Men’s Association, and is designed to culti- 
vate the general characteristics of wholesome manliness and to foster 
the best qualities of the religious communion that works it. In the 
case of Jewish soldiers, it would have the same ends also as those’ of 
the ‘** Maccabeeans ”’ with regard to professional men, to encourage, that is to 
say, a feeling of solidarity and brotherhood among the Jewish wearers of Her 
Majesty's uniform, such as already exists in the commissioned ranks. This 
would help to stamp out that laxity in the description of his religion, which 
is by no means peculiar to the Jewish soldier, but which results in the enemies 
of our people drawing from the official returns figures which they claim brand 
the Jew as a shirker of patriotic duty, while it is notorious that these figures 
show only an absurdly small proportion of the Jews who actually are serving 
their country of their own free will. It is to be hoped, therefore, that the 
Rev. Francis Cohen's zeal in this excellent work, and his capacity as an 
organiser, will not be permitted to be spent in vain, especially as a compara- 
tively small sum would, it seems, meet the expense attached to a considerable 
development of the Institute’s usefulness. It is still a reproach levied against 
the British middle-class that they, with great lack of a generous spirit, show 


a prejudice against those whose devotion, in life, and in death, saves them ~ 


from the burden of universal conscription which presses so heavily on their 
neighbours. Those of the British middle-class who are Jews can refute this 
reproach for themselves, while also helping in a work that may be eminently 
creditable to their race and community. Mr. Cohen’s appeal, too, is in itself 
worthy of a response, and his labour of encouragement.

The idea of founding at 
Jews’ College a scholarship open only to graduat s of some recognised 
University (Oxford or Cambridge by preference), is surely worthy of 
consideration. It is even better than our suggestion that the intending 


minister should seek a scholarship at Oxford or Cambridge. A very young 


man alters his plans,or his mind changes, after he has entered the University, 
But when his University career is closed, he is of an age to know his own 
mind, and to take an accurate account of his spiritual sympathies. If under 
such circumstances entrance is made easy at Tavistock House, the result should 
be eminently satisfactory. In Mr. Simon, the experiment makes an ideal 
start.

The scheme was supported by the Rev. G. J. EMANUEL (who expressed on 
behalf of the provincial schools their pleasure at being associated with those of 
the metropolis, and their sense of the liberality with which they had been 
treated), and after some discussion was unanimously adopted. 

Mr. M. N. ApLrr suggested that in future years copies of the balance sheets 
of the constituent schools should’ be supplied for the purpose of considering 
their financial position and requirements before the Executive Committee sub- 
mitted a scheme, and moved a resolution to that effect, which was carried 
unanimously, 

The Rev.’S. SINGER wished to move a resolution to the effect that it was 
desirable to hold once or twice a year conferences of delegates of the Jewish 
Voluntary Schools, the Jewish Religious Education Board, and other bodies in- 
terested in education for the purpose of discussing their common interests. The 
resolution was ruled out of order, but was in a varied shape discussed by the 
delegates after the meeting had been formally dissolved. 

A vote of thanks was moved by the Chief Rabbi and seconded by the Rev. 
G. J. manuel to those delegates who had been actually concerned in preparing 
the scheme, | 

The Hon, Secretary called attention to the fact that some of the schools 
had not sent in corrected particulars of the amount of their subscriptions, and 
asked that they should be furnished forthwith. 

The Executive Committee had resolved that representatives of the press 
should not be present at the meeting, but, on the motion of the Hon, Secre- 
TARY, 1b was determined that a report of it should be furnished to the Jewish 
press, and that their representatives should be admitted to future meetings of 
the general body of the Association, 

Thanks were voted to the authorities of the New Synagogue for the use of 
their Committee Room on this and the previous occaston.

as well as the selection of examiners, and generally to bring into line the religious 
teaching of children of the West End. I remember when the subject of our 
classrooms was brought before the Council, a member asked whether, consider- 
ing that West Hampstead was populated by well-to-do Jews, it was necessary to 
build classes for the purpose of educating the children of well-to-do people. The 
answer 18 very simple, In the bustle of life, in the necessity for high sauution 
and the learning of languages, the time possible for the teaching of 
Hebrew and Religion is allotted at such spare moments when the 
children can be taken from their play. If facilities were given by the different 
synagogues, as we and two or three other synagogues are doing, no doubt parents 
would see it to be their interest to allow more time for the religious education of 
their children, There is as much necessity for a Council of Education for the 
West as there is for the East, because the parents in the East will, under any 
circumstances, have their children taught Hebrew and Religion, but many of 
the children of the West will only do so if facilities are offered for that pur- 
pose. I am happy to say that we in Hampstead have considered that as our 
primary duty. I consider further that in calling together from time to time 
the ministers of the different synagogues who are able to bring the views of 
their members before such a conference, our services, in fact, our religion will 
be much benefited thereby. We know that in a Council of men assembled 
for discussion, with the consequent responsibility thrown on them, the 
opinions offered are much better thought out than if they were given by them 
in their individual capacity. Such conference or convocation as you may call 
it would be of great benefit to our ministers, and it would unquestionably raise 
them in the eyes of their congregations, and be no doubt of advantage to the 
community generally by giving the ministers greater responsibility. Unfor- 
tunately a great many of our people do not trouble themselves in these matters, 
There is no public opinion, but | am certain that if there was a little pressure 
brought to bear we should see many improvements arising from the suggestion 
I have made. One cannot hold the position that I do, without seeing in 
what way good practical results can come from consultation in these 
matters, cae I hope that before long we shall see a regular assembly 
of our ministers in consultation with our Chief Rabbi, to which I do 
not see any objection to add such laymen as take an interest in syna- 
gogual work. And now [ think it is usual to address a few words to the 
pupils of these classes, I will impress upon you how necessary 
it is to remember in all your actions in life that you are Jews, and you have 
heard me say how necessary I think it is that you should learn the history of 
your race, so that in associating, as I hope you do as much as possible, with 
your Christian neighbours, you are able to show them that you have a know- 
ledge of the race that taught the world religion. You have cause to be proud 
to belong to the race that brought forth such men as Moses the law-giver, David 
the Psalmist, and at a time of trial a hero like Judas Maccabeus, You may 
depend that in such manner as you yourselves respect your faith so will others 
repect you and it. One of the greatest injuries we receive is from those who 
consider the nearest way to social success 1s to forget the religion in which they 
were born. Do not you make that mistake, and if any of you ge to Parlia- 
ment or the bench, or to make a name in any manner whatever, do it through 
your synagogue, If you read the history of the great men of this country you 


will find that it is through their Church they have obtained preference, I say 


take an interest early in life in the work of your synagogue or such parts of 
the synagogal work as you may find to your taste. Let it be in charity, or 
teaching, or some work that will enlist your sympathies, and be a relief to your 
general occupation. You may take it from me that you will derive benefit and 
consolation from it in the course of ince occupations. As you grow up you will 
come in contact with many men of different faiths to your own, Let them see 


by your conduct and your morals that a Jew is as modest and straightforward 


as people of any other religion and race. It is a habit of our detractors to say 


if an individual Jew does wrong that the Jews have gone wrong. Let the | 


people who know you have that experience that will belie the oft 
made assertion, Remember that on each individual Jew depends 
the good name of Jews. If you see at any time, as you ma 

do perhaps, some poor Jews who have been obliged throug 

oppression to take refuge on these shores, committing such acts as 
would meet with proper condemnation, remember that in the country from 
which they are outcasts they have not been allowed such liberty as would permit 
them to earn an honest livelihood. Do not shun them—pity them, in fact go 
among them and teach them better, and show a} your interest in them that 
they are not outcasts in the country of their adoption. You are deriving your 


religious education from our synagogue. One of the pleasures I shall have in 


life will be to see some of ee poss up remembering that you have had your 
religious education from the Hampstead Synagogue, and see you by-and-bye 
taking personal and active interest in its work, Do not let the work of the com- 
munity fall on the few. Take your share of it, and make yourselves conversant 
with the different branches of work that will be of benefit to this community, 
not forgetting by far the most important—the one of charity. I say again, be 
Jews, be proud of your religion, and see that your religion is proud of 
you.—(Cheers), 


Mr. L. J. GREENBERG moved a vote of thanks to the Teachers and the 
Examiner. Referring to Mr. Lyons’ speech, he said that it was one of the best 
heard on that platform at their prize distributions. He agreed with every 
word as to the necessity for a Conference. He himself had done as much as he 
could in that direction, and now that men in official positions had taken the 
matter up, there was a likelihood of a conference being held one day. 


The Rev. A. A. GREEN, in acknowledging the vote, said that he had been 
particularly struck with Mr, Lyons’ suggestion concerning a conference, Dr, 
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Adler was the hardest worked official in the Jewish community, and his capacity 
for work was enormous. He (Mr. Green), however, would like to see the time 
when no man was overworked and no man allowed to rust; and he would be 
glad when some of the work now performed by the Chief Rabbi should be dis- 
tributed among the ministers as a reward for having done their duty. The 
secret of Mr. Lyons’ devotion to the congregation was that nothing was too great 
for his energy and nothing too small for his keenest attention, 


Mr. M. Duparc proposed a vote of thanks to the Honorary Officers (Mr. 
H. Hymans, Chairman; Mr. J. Samuel, Vice-Chairman; Mr. Alex. Jacob, 
Treasurer ; and Mr, Robert S. Mosely, Hon. Secretary) and Committee of the 
Religion Classes.

United Synagogue. 
The Agenda for the meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue on 
Tuesday contains several items of interest. 


At the meeting in July the Council referred to the Executive Committee 
to consider and report forthwith as to the measures to be taken for the appoint- 


‘ment of a permanent Dayan, The Executive Committee present to the Council 


a full report on this subject. They remind the Council that in November, 180, 
they were requested to consider the question of the appointment of an additional 
Dayan, and a report of the Committee was adopted by the Council in February, 
Ik41, The report embodied jnter «alia recommendations setting forth the 
functions, duties, and qualitications (exercise of rabbinical functions and duties 
subsidiary thereto, superintendence of affairs relating to Shechita and Passover, 
and duties in connection with proselytes) of a Dayan, Subsequently the Execu- 
tive Committee were empowered to take steps to invite candidates for the 


office of Dayan. Advertisements were inserted in the Jewish press, Several . 


applications for the post were received, but it) was found that no one of ‘the 


applicants had all the qualifications laid down by the Council as necessary for. 


the proposed holder of the office of Dayan and Minister of the then contem- 
plated Kast End Synagogue. Early in 1&3, the Rev, J. Reinovitz died, and 
the Executive Committee were again directed to consider and report as to 
‘making provision for discharging the duties of Dayan, fulfilled by the late 
Rev. J. Reinovitz.” The result of this reference is the present temporary 
arrangement with the Rev. the Chief Rabbi, which has been renewed from 
rear to year, The office of Dayan has been temporarily filled since July, 1893, 
by the Rev. Susman Cohen, who has carried out the stipulated functions 


and duties of the office. He has likewise some of the qualifications required, | 


but he isabove 45 years of age, and is he at present not sufficiently well versed in 
English to enable him to preach in English as required by one of the resolutions 
already referred to. In their report of February, 1891, the Executive Com- 
mittee emphasized the necessity of the person appointed being qualified to 
preach in English and in Jiidisch, as ll as being capable of discharging the 
duties of Minister and Preacher at the then contemplated Synagogue in the 
Kast of London, in addition to possessing the other qualifications of a member 
of the Beth Din as fixed by Jewish Law and practice. The Executive Com- 
mittee cannot disguise from themselves the fact that the position of the East 
End Scheme is at present in an inchoate condition, and whatever may be the 
result of the deliberations of the Committee, which is considering the question, 
it is evident some time must elapse before such scheme is matured and carried 
out. Meanwhile, there exists a very large number of foreign Jews resident in 
Kast London who do not understand the English language, who require the 
services of a Dayan, and who can only be approached through the medium of 
the language which they can speak. However necessary it may therefore be 
to have an English-speaking Dayan—and the Executive Committee have no 
reason to modify the opinion expressed in their report of February, 1&)1—it 


cannot be concealed that in the existing condition of affairs a Jiidisch-speaking 


Dayan is absolutely required. Nor should it be forgotten that foreign Jews wil 
from time to time settle in England, and it is incumbent upon the community 
to provide officials who can understand their language, customs, and habits. 
The Executive Committee have, therefore, arrived at the determination to 
recommend the Council to elect the Rev. Susman Cohen as a permanent Dayan; 
and in tendering this advice they are guided by the information which has 
reached them that since his temporary appointment to the post he has satisfac- 
totily carried out the duties of his othee, and, moreover, he has gained the 
confidence of a large section of his foreign brethren. It is suggested that the 
salary should be fixed at £230 per annum, which, with £20 received from the 
Beth Hamedrash, will make his emoluments £250 per annum. At the same 
time the Executive Committee remind the Council that Dayanim in the service 
of the United Synagogue are not permitted to receive fees, 

The Visitation Committee submit a report on the question of Jewish 
boys committed to Industrial Schools, and they invite the attention of the 
Council toa memorandum on the subject, which was drawn up in December 


~ last by Mr. P. Ornstien, the Secretary, and which has been under the considera- 


tion of the Committee since that date. The memorandum in its opening pas- 
sages states :—" The question of Jewish boys committed to an Industrial School 
has now become acute, in consequence of the termination of the arrangement 
which existed between the managers of the East London Industrial School at 
Lewisham and the Visitation Committee, for the reception of Jewish boys into 
that institution, This arrangement came to an end in September last, so that 
at the present time there is no Industrial School to which Jewish 
boys, who may be committed by Metropolitan Magistrates, can be sent. 
There are now twenty-three Jewish boys in the Kast London Industrial School, 
and with the consent of the Managers of that School the old arrangement, so 
far as it affects these boys, will be for a time continued, lL fforts have been made 
to find another Industrial School willing to receive Jewish boys and to grant 
them the necessary facilities for observing their religion, but all have been 
fruitless. The question which will have to be decided is :-—(1) Shall Jewish 
boys be allowed to drift into a Christian School? or (2) Will the community 
undertake the duty of starting a Jewish Industrial School? Either one of these 
courses must be decided upon, and without going too deeply into the matter, it 
is evident that the good name and fame of the community is bound up in

So you see that Hebrew, especially when used to speak about God, was a link 
of sympathy between the heart of the Rabbi and the little Jewish slave boy. I do 
not say that if you were in the street and in trouble Hebrew would be of much 
use to you, am afraid that if you had to depend on your knowledge of 
Hebrew, you know so little that you would never get anyone to help you. But 
if you use Hebrew in synagogue God will hear you and help you. He will not 
mind if your Hebrew knowledge is ony little and inaccurate, But it is you who 
must mind. God does not ask much of you, but you love Him so that you will 
not be satisfied until you give Him all that you can. You must take pride 
in your Hebrew, you must remember that the Hebrew Bible isa treasure which 
Jews and Jewesses must guard and love. When the poet Milton was a little 
boy he learned Hebrew so well that the very first verses he wrote were two 
translations from the Hebrew. Will Jewish boys and girls love Hebrew less 
than Milton did? Will you not sing as Milton did : | 

Let us with a gladsome mind 

Praise the Lord for He is kind; 

For His mercies aye endure, 

Ever faithful, ever sure. 


And Milton was not the only English Christian who loved and learned 
Hebrew. Is it not a shame that Jews and Jewesses think less of Hebrew than 
Christians do’ And it was much harder for Milton and others to Jearn 
Hebrew than it is for you boysand girls. You have parents at hcme to help 
you to learn Hebrew. A short lesson in the Religion Class orce a weck will rot 
do. You must ask your mother or father to read Hebrew with you at here for 
at least ten minutes every day. You mother and father can fird secres of 
opportunities in your daily life for teaching you at one and the same time 
ebrew and the love of God. Judaism isa relgion which re quires of you to 
think of God in all that you do, and you must ask your parents to teach you 
little Hebrew prayers for all your little events, when you get upand when you lie 
down, when you begin your meals and when you bave done. Perhaps scme of 
you will think that your parents do not know enough Hebrew themselves to 
teach you these things, ell, you just try them, Love is a great master, ord 
our parents’ love for you will be their master to make them acquire the krcow- 
edge that will nourish your mirds end sirergihen your sculs, A Christian 
lady once went to synagcgue with me. She come ficm a place where they 
always had the most lovely music in church, Lut after the sy1 peceve service in 
Hebrew she said to me “I never heard voice tefere.” is efter all 
the reason why you must learn Hebrew; why ycu most learn it bere o1d at 
heme. For to learn Hebrew means more than learning on crdirary Jargrece. 
It is learning God's language. It is learnirg what God says to ycu, ard what 
you must say to Him ; what God does fcr you, and what ycu must do fer Him, 
Speak the truth and do the right, and Ged wil] put His werds cn your lips ard 
His truth in your hearts, He will shower down from heaven the focd by 
which you shall live and grow strong and brave, to serve and to praise. Him, 
Amen.

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The Land Sale at Pitsea. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


There was an entire absence of excitement on the platform at Fenchurch 
Street Station on Monday morning last, and the scene was very different from 
that which characterised the early sales at Benfleet. The number of Jews 
present ager to be very small and when we were afterwards seated at the 
dining table in the tent, there were thirty-two in the place reserved for Jews, 
of whom several were Gentiles, I was anxious to find out something about the 
population of the district, and I must candidly give it as my impression that 
the population is not by any meansa large one, I made several enquiries of 
residents and of people down there who know the place thoroughly,‘and all 
with whom I conversed said that the number of people residing in the neighbour- 
hood was very small, At the present moment the place is in an utterly barren 
condition, there are no roads and the land sold is right away from any shops, 
with the exception of two, one of which is a grocer’s. On the land 1 hada 
conversation with a Jewish gentleman who lives in the district, who frankly 
said that it was practically useless for the Jews to come down there and expect 
to yet a living, Another gentleman who had travelled down from London 
expressed his pleasure at the attitude taken up by the Jewish Chronicle on the 
subject, also at the small number of his coreligionists present, not in a selfish 
sense, however, for he was not among the buyers. 

At the commencement of the sale the auctioneer, Mr. J.B. Slade (of Messrs, 
Protheroe and Morris), drew attention in true auctioneering style to the 


qualities of the land, to the proximity '(three miles) of a large factory, 


to the proposed erection by Messrs. Kynoch of another, and by Mr. Humm, the 
vendor, of a third. He also prophesied that the next generation would witness 
a succession of factories from Barking to Pitsea. The scheme for a water 
supply was being resuscitated, and there were hopes that 1t would be successful. 
‘The vendor, the auctioneer: stated, was Mr. Humm, an old resident of Pitsea, 
and a large employer of labour, who, however, had not held part of the estate 
for a very long time. | 

When the auctioneer had concluded his remarks, a gentleman (I believe of 
the Jewish persuasion) rose and asked a question: “ What guarantee will the 
vendor give as to building @ factory, and will that be put in as a condition of 
sale?" This, for the moment, was a poser and evidently an unexpected ques- 
tion, but the auctioneer, after consultation with his client, replied: ‘ Now you 
have asked me a very extraordinary question. I did not expect this question. 
Mr. Humm is very well known in the Kast End of London. He can give no 
absolute guarantee that he is going to do it to-morrow, this, or next year. 
‘Therefore he cannot put it in as-a condition of sale. It is, however, his inten- 
tion to do it.’ ‘This question was followed by another: “I should lke to know 
how many hands, at the present time, the vendor employs?” ‘The auctioneer 
protested that this was unfair, but stated that Mr. Humm had instructed him to 
say that the number was 200. The questions then ceased and the real business 
of the afternoon commenced, There is no reason to deseribe the bidding, or 
the proceedings in connection with this part of the programme, save, perhaps, 
to remark on the almost entire absence of Jewish purchasers. Personally, | 
only noticed two, though [ do not give this figure as absolutely correct. 
Certainly the number was very small indeed. The prices realised were not 
abnormally high, and all the plots, with the exception of ten, were sold. Of 
these, after the termination of the sale, eight were disposed of privately. 

After a personal visit to the place, I must corroborate the opinions of my 
informants as to its inutility for general Jewish location, that 1s to say, from the 
labouring point of view. For residential purposes, for individuals fortunate 
enough to be possessed of means sufficient to keep them without labour, it 
might, according to their tastes, be suitable. Such people would use their own 
discretion, but, however desirable and advisable it may be to ease the East of 
London of some of its over-crowded population, the migration to this district, 
at the present moment, at any rate, would not be a successful experiment. I 
regret to have to arrive at this conclusion, for your “ Labour Movements” 
articles testify too often to the sad condition of our Jewish labouring popula- 
tion, not only from a financial point of view, but by reason of the lack of 
ordinary accommodation. I notice that the plans are drawn by the same géntle- 
man who acted as architect for the Benfleet property. I daresay it is only an 
accident that his offices also happen to be in the same building as those of the 
Bentleet vendor. 

However, the next sale on this estate will not take place until next spring. 


Mile End New Town Synagogue.—On Sunday last the annual election 
meeting was held.

The newly-elected officers returned thanks 
and pledged themselves to further the interest of the synagogue, The meeting

Last week, at Manchester, an action was brought by the Trustees of the 
Manchester Jewish Tailors’, Machinists’, and Pressers’ Union against Louis 
Goldman, a master tailor, to recover the sum of £2 ds., balance of tive cuineas. 
which the defendant agreed to pay to the society in consideration of. his 
employs, who had been withdrawn from his service by the society, being 
allowed to return to their work, The defendant had for some time paid his 
workpeople on a system known as “ according to work,” which, it was contended, 
meant that he could pay them just what he thought proper. The men sub- 
mitted to this for a time, but eventually the union took up the matter and 
brought the men out on strike. The latter received strike pay, but eventually 
he agreed to take back the men on acceptable terms. The society, however, 
‘made it a condition of the men returning to work that he should pay thie sum 
of five guineas towards the cost of maintaining the men while they were on 
strike, which amounted to £7 2s. The defendant gave an I.0.U. for the 
balance. One of the witnesses called was the Secretary, who stated that the 
society had received money from other employers in order to put an end to 
strikes. The defence was that the claim was not enforceable, that the agreement 
between the society and the defendant was a voluntary act, and that the amount 
in question was of the nature of a subscription. The Judge, after taking two 
hours to consider his decision, announced that the case was one of considerable 
importance to trade unionists. In_ his view the money was nothing 
but a subscription to the funds of the union, and the defendant was in 
no way legally bound to pay them anything. They were doing nothing for him, 
He was told that unless he gave the union a sum of money the mén would not 
come back, and he said that rather than that should happen he would present 
the sum of:five guineas to the union. It, therefore, seemed to him that it was 
the agreement of a person to give a subscription to the funds of a union. But 
it was nothing else and’ the Act of Parliament did not enable trade unions to 
enforce any such agreement. He must, therefore, find for the defendant ; but, 
as he recognised the importance of his ruling to both employers and employed,

But 
what I chiefly want to do just now is to impress this upon you, that the good to 
be'got out of God's blessings depends upon the use we make of them. [ want 
to show you how you may be “ blessed in the city because © you were blessed 
in the field.” In the first place, I trust you went about the country with your 
eyes and hearts open. ‘To people who keep them shut all places are alike. 
Nothing is lovely where nothing 1s noticed, Jt is told of a celebrated monk 
that he walked a whole day along the shores of Goneva, one of the lovely 
lakes of Switzerland, reading his book all the while, never 
noticed that there was a lake there at all. He was a very devout man, 
but one can't think any the better of him for shutting eyes 
to one of the greatest glories and beauties of God's creation, [trust that, how- 


‘ever passionately fond of your books you may be, you did not refuse to look at 


beautiful scenery or into the wondrous book of God's nature. Tf, for instance, 
if you go into the country and take no note of the endless varicty of form and 
colour in trees and shrubs, in flowers and grasses, 1f you never note the glorious 
clouds, how they change their hues from sunrise to sunset, how they take on all 
sorts of strange shapes of mountains and towers, and fleecy heaps, and bars of 
gold and green and purple and silver ; if you find nothing to interest you in the 
beasts of the field, or the birds of the air, or the earth on which you tread, 
why you lose nearly all the good a visit to the country may do you, Of course, 
you breathe the country air, but that is because you cannot help breathing—your 
breathing pump works of its own accord ; but for the rest you might as well 
stop at home. One of our great poets in describing a hard, bad man says of him 
—some of you may know the lines :-— 
In vain through every changeful year, 
Did nature leal him as before ; 
A primrose by the river's brim 
A yellow primrose was to him 
And it was nothing mure. 
At noon, when by the forest’s edge, 
He lay between the branches high, 
The solt blue sky did neyer melt 
Into his soul—-he never felt 
The witchery of the soft blue sky. 
He travelled here, he travelled there ; 
But not the value of a hair 
Was heart or head the better. 
One can't belp feeling sorry for Peter Bell. To yo about with eyes and wars, 
minds and hearts open to all God's works aud wonders, that is the true way to 
be blessed in the field. Bring back a better knowledyve. of these things, or at 
least try to sharpen your memory avout them, and you will bring the blessings 
of the country home with you into your town life, Again, you must have your 
eyes and your hearts open—open to other people, if you want a blessing from a 
stay in the country. ‘There are your holiday companions—you have to bear and 
to forbear with one another, to give as well as to take,if you want a real blessing 
from your holiday—that’s a very useful lesson to bring home with you, There 
are the ladies and gentlemen who have charge of you. You may well learn 
from them how to think and care for others. And there are other people besides 
—the villagers and others in whose houses you stayed, ‘These were all or nearly 
all Christians, Well, what a capital thing it has been for you to discover that 
there are good, kind, perfectly trustworthy people, who belong to other 
religions than our own. We are all rather apt to think ill of others 
of whom we are ignorant. ‘he more ignorance, the more hatred among people 
of different races and creeds. A man once told a very curious thing that hap- 
pened to him, “Ll was going over the hills one fogyy morning, and at a distance 
as far as my eye could reach I saw moving towards me a strange object, which 
| thought was a monster; when we came nearer to each other | saw it was a 
man, and when we got close up to each other, lo! and behold, it was my 
brother,’ People of different races and religions, even Jews and Christians, 
think sometimes very ill of one another till they know one another better, 
then. they discover that they are not monsters at all, that they are all 
equally human, nay, that they are brothers and sisters capable of the same 
brotherly and sisterly kindnesses and affections, [t is well, dear boys 
and girls, to learn that lesson very early in life, and if you have learnt 
it during your stay in the country, then you have been indeed 
blessed in the field and are likely to be blessed in the city also, 
And in the next place, Lho ye your stay in the country has created and strength- 
ened in you a desire to have the things of the country in town, Have you 
brought home with you a love of flowers’? A love of flowers is a good sigan in 
any boy or girl, ‘There is an exquisite story book which some of you may have 
read, and which all L hope will read one day. It is entitled “ Picciola,” and the 
story turns on a little flowering pe that has burst through the crevices in the 
pavement of a prison yard. In observing and guarding and lovingly watch- 
ing over that plant, a noble prisoner finds his only pleasure in life, and is saved 
from despair. Now, flowers are of two kinds—artificial flowers and real flowers, 
About the artificial I have nothing to say—they don’t concern us here, though | 
often see them flourishing on the ample field of a fashionable hat, ‘Tastes 
differ; but what 1 want to recommend especially to you girls is not to make 
artificial flower gardens of your hats, nor market gardens either, however much 
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Lazarus proposed the health of Mr. Levy and his family. 
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room they may offer, but real flower gardens of your window sills, and here and 
there of an empty box, or a spare table. It seems to me a great pity that so few 
Jewish homes in these parts are adorned with flowers in this way. It may be 
done very cheaply ; the flowers may often be got for the asking, for every year 
there isa distribution of surplus seeds, plants, and flowers in the parks, and 
notice of times and places where they are given away always appears in the 
papers, and if you will ask your teachers or clergymen they will, I am sure, be on 
the look out for you. And talking of flowers, which can bless us in the 
city and in fields, makes me _ think of a still bolder thing 
which I mean for the boys especially. One of the greatest causes of troubles 
in our times is that people are always streaming from the country into the towns, 


making life in towns more difficult to one another. Can't we do the country a 


turn, and ourselves at the same time’? What aseplendid thing it would be if, as 
some of you boys gvrow up and the question arises what occupation you are to 
follow, if some of you were to say, “ There are enough of us in trade; there are 
enough of us engaged in making coverings for the bodies and the extremities of 
all mankind—tailors, capmakers. shoemakers—let me learn to get my living on 
the soil, and either in this country, or in one of the noble’ colonies 
of Great tritain, turn my training to account.” Remember you 
come from a race who once were husbandmen—tillers of the ground, 
or else rearers of cattle, mainly—and it the Divine’ promise 
to us Jews, not only “ Blessed shalt thou be in the city,” but also “ Blessed shalt 
thou be in the field.” But whatever your ¢alling, dear boys and girls, and 
wherever your homes may be, whether in the country or in the town, blessings 
in some form are in store for you, for you cannot be where the God of blessing 
is not. Bad people indeed cannot find God anywhere, for the simple reason 
that they never look for Ilim, perhaps never think of Him; but good people 


can find Him everywhere, because their hearts tell them to seek for Him, 


and so they are never disappointed, There was once a wicked man ; he had 
charye of a little girl, whom he wanted to make as much as_ possible 
like himself. One might he came home in .a_ particularly horrid 
mood, and seeing the innocent little child lying asleep in her bed, he wrote on 
the wall opposite her, where she would be sure to see them when she woke, 
these shocking words * God is nowhere.” In the morning the little girl awoke, 
she rubbed her eyes, and began spelling out slowly the words she saw right 
before her. She was not a very learned httle party. So she began—G op 1s 
now here, She was too good to suspect evil in others, and so she read the last 
word as her own pure heart dictated, as if it were “now here.’ Does not the 
Psalmist say “ The Lord protecteth the simple?” And so you may say, whether 
in the field or in the city, God is now here. Yes, and God is now here, in this 
place, where you have come to seek Him, come to thank Him for His tender 


care of you all, for the gifts of youth and health, and of your senses and facul- 


ties, and for the power to use them rightly, and for good and dear friends, and 
for His beautiful world, and above all for: His own heavenly love, which is 
without measure and without end,

The Literary Quality of Amos. | 


The following passage is taken from the recent work by Professor Driver, 
o.Joeland Amos” (Cambridge Bible for Schools, Cambridge, 1897). This 
volume is marked by all the well-known merits of Professor Driver's manner, 
¢holarship, moderation and reverence. 

The style of Amos possesses high literary merit. His language—with a few insignifi- 
ant exceptions, due probably to copyists—is pure, his syntax is idiomatic, his sentences are 
moothly constructed and clear. The even flow of his discourse contrasts remarkably with 
he short, abrupt clauses which his contemporary Hosea loves. Amos's literary power is 
mown in the regularity of structure, which often characterises his periods, as i., 3—11., 6 (a 
veverly constructed and impressive introduction of the prophet’s theme, evidently intended 
lead up to Israel, ii., 7, &e.,) iv , 6-11 (the five-fold refrain), and in the visions, vii., 1, 
i, vill, 1; in the fine climax, iii., 8-8; in the balanced clauses, the well-chosen images, 
‘ueeffective contrasts, in such passages as i, 2, iii.

An Original Cabbalist, 

It isa real pleasure to come across so naive a book as Mr. J. H. Weldon’s. 
What a flood of light his title casts on his mind! “The Cabbala of the Bible or 
the Science of Scripture numbers, in which are set forth some of the Hidden 
Wonders of the Word of God” —is this not a promising beginning?

The native 
American Jews, descended from English stock, appear to have held aloof, The 
extreme lengths to which the advanced American Reformer has gone will cer- 
tainly amaze the English Jew. Practically everything that distinguishes 
Judaism from other faiths has been recklessly thrown overboard, Dr, Philipson 
observes that ‘Judaism has celebrated a re-birth in America.” But it is a 
brand-new Judaism that is now born for the first time, having shaken off almost 
all connections with any antecedent Judaism, , 

The attractive subject of controversy between Jew and non-Jew receives 
an addition in the form of an article by Dr, H. Hirschfeld, treating of 
Mohammed's discussions with the Arab Rabbis, These disputations, in which 
Mohammed was often worsted, give a clue to the hostility shown by the Moslem 
Prophet towards Jews ingeneral. Dr, Kauffmann, as usual, has discovered some_ 
interesting historical facts hitherto unknown, this time concerning a Messianic © 
movement about the year 1096 in Kastern Kurope and Germany, Some new frag- / 
ments of the Passover Hagada, unearthed at the Genizah at Cairo, are edited by 
Mr. Israel Abrahams, whilst Miss Nina Davis's clever poem “ Where shall I find 
Thee?” translated from Jehudah Halevi, adds the lighter touch that is 
absent from the more learned articles of the Review, Professor Steinschneider 
continues his Introduction to the Arabic literature of the Jews, and Professor 
Bacher writes upon the Emperor Julian and his famous attempt to re-build 
the Temple. 

The discoveries of MSS. in the Genizah at Cairo furnish material for an 
article by Dr. 8S. Poznanski upon the origin of the Jewish Calendar, and also for 
one by Dr. Kauffmann upon the digmty of the Egyptian Nagid. Dr, 

D. Farbstein pleads for a better knowledge of Jewish jurisprudence 
on the part of Rabbis and teachers.
